A. In ſuffering underneath the juſtice of God, what 
we had deſerved, | | 5 

. What was the firſt evil that Chriſt ſaffered? 

, Perſecution. Q. When? 

A. As ſoon as he was born, Q, By whom? 

A. By Herod, King of the Jews, 

Q. How came Herod to be King? 

A, He bought it of Cæſar for a great ſum of money. 

O. How did he behave himſelf in the Kingdom? 

A. Like a bloody tyrant, he flew all that were of 
the lineage of King David, and burnt their pedigrees, 
becauſe he feared to be driven from his ſeat and au- 
thority, by one whom he heard ſhould ſpring of that 
family and therefore likewiſe he flew his ſiſter, and 
her huſband that was a Jew, and put to death his own 
Son which he had begot upon a Jewiſh Woman. 

Q. How long was it ere he could ſeat himſelf in the 
Kingdom; A. Thirty years continually making 
war upon the Jews, ſo hard did they endure the 
government of a ſtranger. 

Why was Jeruſalem troubled, when news was 
brought of the birth of a new King, which was Chrift. 
ſeeing they were weary of the Government of Herod? 

A. Firſt, to flatter him, becauſe they would ſeen 
to be affected as he was; for he was greatly troubled, 
chap, il. 3. And ſecondly, becaule they feared there 
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would aritc a new occaſion of blood-ſhed, by the 
contention of the two Kings. : 

Q. What was the end of Herod's malice to Chriſt 2 

A. As it is of all perſecutors of God's people, his 
own ruin; for Chriſt was delivered from his rage, 
chap. ii. 13. Q. Did his rage ſo end? 

A. No: when he ſaw himſelf mocked of the wiſe 
men, that promiſed to bring him word where Chriſt 
was, he molt cruelly flaughtered all the young Child. 
ren of Bethlehem, and the coaſts thereabouts, thinking 
ſo to be ſure of his deſtruction, ver. 1. 

O. Was it no fault in the wiſe men to break pro- 
miſe to Hered ? A. No; it was lawful to break 
promiſe, when the honour of God would be injured, 

Q. How was Chriſt preſerved ? 

A. By his Parents going with him to Egypt. 

Q. Why did Chriſt, being God, give place to the 
fury of Herod ? A. To ſhew that it is lawful for 
us to fly from perſecution, and ſave our lives, ſo it 
may be done without ſcandal to the Goſpel, ch. x. 22. 

DQ. Why did he flee into Egypt rather than to any 
tther country? A, For two cauſes: Firſt, that 
the Scripture might be fulfilled, according to the 
Prophet Hoſea, Out of Egypt have 1 called my Son. 
And ſecondly, to ſhew that he would forſake the Jews 
for their ingratitude, and receive the Gentiles. 

2. Wherein conſiſted their ingratitude? 

A. In ſtoning the Prophets, and men of God, which 
were lent unto them for their ſouls health, ch. xxili. 

. How doth Chriſt propheſie their ingratitude 
ſhould be puniſhed? A. By threatning upon them 
a ſpiritual and corpora! plague ? | 

(). What was the ſpiritual plague ? 

A. Famine of the Word, and ſcarcity of Teachers, 

2: What was their corporal plague? 

A. Ruin of their City, deſolation of their Temple, 
and a general ſcattering of their whole Nation, at 
whoſe hands ſhall be required the blood of all the 
Saints, from Abel, to Zechariah the Son of Barachia, 
whom they flew between the Temple and the altar. 
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O. How many were the benefits God beſtowed on 
the Jews? A. Innumerable ; but theſe eſpecially, 
He ſaved Noah from the flood, Abraham from the 
Chaldeans; he brought them afterward out of Egypt 
through the Red Sea; he fed them in the Wilderneſs 
with meat from Heaven, and Water from the Rock; 
for forty years ſpace their garments never waxed old; 


he led them dry over Jordan; he gave them poſſeſſion 


of one and thirty Kingdoms; he inſtructed them in his 
true ſervice; he built them a Temple; he ſupplied 
them daily with Prophets to be their guides: and fin- 
ally, ſent his only begotten Son amongſt them, to be 
a Phyſician both of their Bodies and Souls, whom 


they moſt crnelly put to death. 


Q. What firſt made known the Birth of Chriſt? 
A., A Star, which appeared in the Eaſt, chap. ii. 2. 
(). How did that Star differ from other Stars? 
A. In three reſpects: Firſt, as touching the place 
where it ſtood, being lower than other Stars; Second- 
ly, with reſpect to its motion, moving directly forward 
and not circularly: And thirdly, in reſpect of the 
time it appeared in its brightneſs, it ſhone as well by 
day as by night, Q. To whom did the Star appear? 

A. To wile men in the Eaſt, to conduct them where 
Chriſt was born: 2, What was ſignified by that Star? 

A. The Spirit: of God, Which mult illuminate our 
hearts, or we ſhall never find the way unto Chriſt. 

O. When the wife men found Chriſt, what did 
bey? A. As men muſt do when they have once 
got the knowledge of him? 2, What is that? 

A. Acknowledge our love and ſervice to him by 
our external oblations, 

What were their Objation ? 

A. Gold, frankincenic, and myrrbe: gold, as he 
was a King; frankincenfe, as he was a Prjeſt; and 
myrrhe, as he was a Prophet, ver. 11. | 

©O; Infleay of theſe three things, what ought we 
Chrittians to offer unto vim? | 

A. For gold, purity of Life > For frankincenſe, 
prayer and thank giving: And for myrrhe, patience 
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in adverſity. Q In the Eleventh Chapter of this 
Goſpel, Chriſt ſaith, I thank thee, Father, that thou 
haſt hid the knowledge of thy will from the wift and 
prudent, and haſt ſhewed it unto babes: Yet here it is 
laid, that the wiſe men came and worſhipped him: 
What difference is there betwixt the wiſe men ſpoken 
of there, and thoſe mentioned here ? 

A. By 'the wiſe men there, is to be underſtood of 
ſuch as arrogantly depend upon their own knowledge, 
and meaſure all things by human reaſon : But by the 
wiſe men in this place, mult be underſtood of ſuch as 
reject the power and wiſdom of man, and cleave only 
to the grace of God in Chriſt, for which reaſon they 
are called Babes, chap. xi. 25. 

. In profeſſing of Chriſt, what comfort have we? 

A. A threefold comfort : Firſt, we know he is our 
Lord, who can, and will defend us from all our ene- 
mies, chap. xxviii. 18, 20. Secondly, he is our Teacher 
and will inſtruc us in all things neceſſary to ſalvation. 
And thirdly, our ſpiritual Phy ſician, to cali us unto 
him to comfort and heal our amlited conſciences, 
chap. xi. 28. (). Where is the end of the Old 
Teſtament, and bepinning of the New? | 

A. In the Baptiſm of Chriſt ; for by that, God doth 
as it were point unto us, and fhew, that he is the true 
Meſſias, and Saviour of the world. | 

. By what ſign? A, By the viſible appearance 
of the Holy Ghoit, and the voice that was heard, Thzs 
is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleaſed, ch. iii. 17. 

How many things are required in Baptiſm ? 

A. Three: the vifible element, which is Water; 
the Word; and a premiſe of grace. a 
Q.: What was the difference between the Baptiſm 
of John, and the Baptiſm of Chriſt? - 1 
A. John did Baptize with Water to Repentance: 
but Chriſt did Baptize with Fire, that is, by the holy 
Spirit working in our hearts to the remiſſion of ſins. 
Q Why-is John ſaid to prepare the way of the Lord? 

A. Becauſe his Doctrine was Repentance; and no 
man can come unto Chriſt, except he firſt confefs the 
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damnable ſtate he is in through ſin, and be heartily 
ſorry for the {ame;. faithfully believing only by the 
merits of Chrilt to be delivered from it. 

A; Whom did God firſt call to his ſervice ? 

A. Poor Filher-men. 85 

2. What do we learn by their calling? 

A. Firſt, an example of Charity in Chriſt, that of 
his render mercy and grace choſe ſach poor and ſimple 
men to be the chief Paſtors and Pillars of the Church. 
Secondly, an example of faith and obedience in them, 
who no fooner were called, but ſtraightway left all 


they had, and followed Chriſt, chap. iv. 22. 


2. How did they follow him? 

A. With ſuch reſolution, that they willingly un- 
derwent poverty, ſcorn, flander, and death itſelf. 
Beſides, they were but once called upon, and they 
readily obeyed, and followed him. 

Q. How did Chriſt lead his Diſciples ? | 

A. Two manner of ways, bodily and ſpiritnally. 
Bodily, by inuring his body to travel by ſea and land, 
in city, field, mountain, and valley, for che publiſhing 
of the Goſpel, and work of their ſalvation, Spiritual- 
ly, by manifeſting unto them great ſigns and argu- 
ments of humility, patience, love, fortitude, and all 
other virtues of the mind; ſo that what he was, ſuch 
he would have them, and all his followers, to be. 

Q. Why did not Chriſt chooſe his Diſciples amongfl 
the mighty, learned, and rich men of the world? 

A. Becauſe the mighty ſtand upon their reputation, 
the learned are obſtinate in their opinions, and the 
rich enthralled with covetouſneſs. 

_ O. Was there none of this ſort came when Chriſt 
called them? A. Ves, but they were but few; of 
rich men, Zacheus and Matthew; of gentlemen, the 
Centurion, and Joſeph of Arimathea; and of the 
learned, Nicodemus, Gamaliel, and Saul, 


Q. Did theſe men leave all and follow Chriſt ? 
A. They did. O. How then had Matthew a 
Houſe to entertain Chriſt in afterward ? | 

A. To forſake all, is not underſtood to clean depart 
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from all which they had; but to make no reckoning 
of their goods, otherwiſe than might ſerve to the glory 
of God, and the relief of his poor diſtreſſed members. 

Q. Why doth Chrilt call his Apoſtles and miniſters 
the falt of the earth? A. Becauſe as the property 
of ſalt is to bite, purge, and preſerve, ſo their doctrine 
ought to teſtify, reprove, and inſtruct. 

Q. Why are they called the Light of the World? 

A. Becauſe in doctrine and converſation, they muſt 
be as ſhining and plorious guides to the dark minds of 
the ignorant, | | » 

, Is it not enough for them to preath the Goſpel 

openly, and with boldneſs of heart : 

A. No; they muſt likewiſe bring forth fruits of 
good life by their deeds of charity, chap. v. 26. 

2. In how many things conſiſteth the teſtimony of 
a good life? A. In three: in holineſs, which be- 
longeth to God; in righteouſneſs, which belongeth to 
our neighbour ; and in ſoberneſs, that belongerh to 
ourſelves, which are real teſtimonies of a good life; 

For how many cauſes ought we to ſerve God? 

A. For three cauſes; firſt, becaufe he created us:

A. The Spirit of God (in whoſe hands are the 
hearts of all Men) converted him, from a Perſecutor 
to a Preacher, ſo that amongſt all the Apoſtles none 
was more zealous, nor added more Souls to the 
Church, than he did. Q., How did that appear? 
A. By his painful travel through many Countries, 
his ſtripes, and impriſonments, ſtoning, dangers by 
Land and Sea, whick he joyfully ſuffered for the Love 
of Chriſt Jeſus. Why did God ſuffer his choſen 
- ſervants to be ſo 1 vſed in the World? 
A. For three Reaſons: 1. That he himſelf might 
be the more glorified by 1125 deliverenee, 2. That 
their enemies might be the more juſtly condemned, 
And, 3. That his Servants might be the more worthy 
of their reward in Heaven, 

2. Were tlie People as ready to follow their 
Doctrine, as they were painful to teach? 

A. All thoſe whoſe hearts were prepared for that 
calling, did follow their Doctrine with all readineſs. 
Q. It appeareth then that Faith is the gift of God. 
A. It is, and increaſeth in us by hearing of his 
W ord, as appeareth by Lydia, the Woman of Thya- 
tira, whoſe heart the Lord opened, that ſhe attended 
to the Doctrine of Paul, Chap. xvi. 14. 

2 What ſirapge converſion Was there made by 
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the Apoſtles? A. The Converſion of the Ethiopian 

Eunuch, of Cornelius, Elymas, and of Paul's Jaylor. 
„Did the Converſion of theſe Men ſeem more 

ſtrange than the reſt? A. Yes. „ How? 

A. Becauſe in the eye of the World, they ſeemed 
moſt unlikely to be converted, by their calling and 
quality; the Eunuch being of the Heathens, who 
worſhipped Idols, chap. viii. 27. Cornelius a Soldier, 
whoſe ſtern profeſſion might ſeem to harden his heart 
againſt the firſt impreſſion of the Chriſtian Faith, 
chap. x. 1. Elymas, a Conjurer, and one that practiſed 
with the Devil: And the Jaylor, a forward miniſter 
to execute the cruelty of tuch as perſecuted Chriſt 
and his Church. Q. How did the Converted ſhew 
themſelves afterward to be Chriftians ? 

A. By their good works. Q. What were they? 
A. The Eunuch planted the Goſpel in Ethiopia, 
Cornelius uſed much Prayer and Alms-deeds, and the 
Jaylor dreſt the wounds of Paul and Silas, and re- 
freſhed them with meat. | 

Is it not enough for us to be Chriſtians in name? 

A. No, otherwiſe we may expect to undergo the 
wrath of God, as Ananias and Saphira, and Eutychus. 

What were their faults ? A. Ananias and 


Saphira, after they were received into the Church, did 


not with their whole heart addict themſelves to the 
ſervice of God: For whereas it was a cuſtom among 


them to employ all their goods to the benefit of their 


bretbren, they kept back a part for their own uſe. 
Q. How were they puniſned? 
A. With ſudden death, chap. v. 10. 

. Wherein did Eutychus offend?. 

Being of the Congregation of the Faithful, 2s 
he ſat with others to hear Paul preach, neglecting his 
Doctrine, fell into a ſleep: For which God made him 
an example to the whole Aﬀembly, by ſuffering him 
to fall from the third loft; ſo that he lay for dead ill 
Paul revived him. 8 


A But our Chriſtians ſit low, and in their pews, 


and therefore need not fear any ſuch danger? 
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A. True, they need not fear falling to the ground, 
but they may fit in dread of a greater fall; even from 
the top of Heaven to the bottom of Hell, if when 
they ſheuld hear the Word of God, they ſuffer fleep 
to ſtop their ears.
